HINTS  ON  DAHLIA  CULTURE 


Dahlias  will  do  well  in  almost  any  soil,  but  do  best 
in  a  light  or  sandy  loam.  The  ground  should  be  well 
prepared  by  deep  digging  and  mixed  with  a  liberal 
quantity  of  well  rotted  manure  and  bone  meal.  Some 
growers  only  place  the  manure  at  the  place  where 
each  tuber  is  planted. 

Dig  the  hole  deep  enough  so  that  the  tuber  will  be 
six  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  ground  when 
covered.  Place  the  tuber  flat — not  on  end.  Cover 
with  light  layer  of  loam.  On  top  of  this  throw  a  light 
handful  or  so  of  fertilizer  mixed  with  soil.  Take 
care  that  the  fertilizer  does  not  come  in  contact  with 
the  tuber.  The  soil  should  be  gradually  filled  in 
around  the  growing  plant  until  the  hole  is  filled. 
During  mid-summer  another  handful  of  fertilizer 
might  be  hoed  in  around  the  base  of  the  plant. 

Cultivate  often  until  the  buds  appear,  then  stop. 
Dahlias  require  much  moisture  but  must  also  be  well 
drained.  Tubers  should  be  planted  about  four  feet 
apart  and  stake  should  be  set  when  tuber  is  planted.
